f liquor. 
Judge Woodrough held that such an

other property has been assessed on 
an average of 75 per cent and under. 
The effect of the decision

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GARY OPPOSED TO $ 120, 
000,000 BOND ISSUE 


Macon, Mo., September 26.—“ While 
I do not believe 
the issuance of any 
more road bonds is necessary to finish 
out the plan as adopted, I would not 
oppose a reasonable amount , 
said 
Theodore Gary, former chairman 
of 
the State Highway Commission, while 
visiting here. 
“The Highway Department has 
a 
very large source of income outside 
of what might be derived from an­ 
other bond issue. 
That is an import­ 
ant consideration. 
“It has been suggested that 
wt 
have a big bond issue to ‘hurry 
up 
the completion of 
the 
roads’. 
The 
amount spoken of is $120,000,000. 
I 
would certainly oppose an i.->ue 
large as that, because it is not 
all 
necessary under our present arrange­ 
ment, which has been working satis 
factorily. 
“A State road 
system 
is 
never 
completed. 
When the 
present 
pro­ 
gram is finished other road build g 
will go on, as a matter of course. You 
will always be building new and re­ 
pairing old roads. 
It is a continuous 
job. 
“ But under the plan now in opera­ 
tion for producing revenue all 
the 
primary roads of the State should be 
paved with concrete by 1934, and the 
secondary highways can be standard 
all-weather roads. 
That includes the 
7640 miles embraced 
in 
the 
State 
road program. 
All the roads in that 
program can be brought up to stand­ 
ard in that time. 
This can 
be 
ac­ 
complished without 
any 
additional 
bond issue. 
This is based on mathe­ 
matical 
calculation. 
There 
is 
no 
question about it. 
“In places gravel is being used a- 
preparatory to concrete. 
This make:- 
a good all-weather road 
ready 
for 
use. 
When the funds 
are 
available 
the concrete will be laid on the grav­ 
el, and you will have your standard 
road. 
“T^e use of gravel 
in 
some 
in­ 
stances as the first surfacing mater­ 
ial on the roadbed brings to the pub­ 
lic the service of an all-weather road 
much sooner, and you have

“The thing to keep in mind is that 
we have a big income for roads out­ 
side of the bond issue. 
We paid out 
$108,000,000 while I was on the com­ 
mission. 
The State bond issue 
was 
$60,000,000. 
The State had sold only 
$55,000,000 of road bonds. 
We paid 
out of the sinking fund about $9,000,- 
000 of bonds. 
So it is 
clear 
there 
has been considerable money received 
aside from the bonds.

Washington, September 28.—Crime, 
as evidenced by admissions to State 
prisons, is growing faster than 
the 
population of the 
United 
States, a 
Census Bureau report issued today 
indicates. 
Complete returns 
from thirty-one 
States, covering 58 of a total of 
99 
State prisons and reformatories, list­ 
ed 27,018 new prisoners received 
in 
1926, as compared 
with 
21,054 
in 
1923, the first prison census year, an 
increase of 28.3 per cent. There were 
34.1 prisoners for each 100,000 popu­ 
lation jailed last year, as against 27.9 
in 1923. 
The total inmates in 58 institutions 
last January 1 was 63,828, as against 
47,578 January 1, 1923. 
Of the States covered, Ohio 
led 
both in new prisoners received and 
in total inmates. Its four institutions 
received 3171 prisoners during 
the 
year, and its total was 9144. 
States which received more 
than 
1000 new inmates are Texas, 1979; 
California, 1789; Illinonis, 1726; Ok­ 
lahoma, 1683; Missouri, 1609; Penn­ 
sylvania, 1531; Kentucky, 1365, and 
Kansas, 1256.

28.—A 
demand that collectors in each coun­ 
ty of the State file suits against in­ 
dividuals and corporations delinquent 
in payment of the State income tax 
is 
made 
by 
State 
Auditor 
L. D. 
Thompson in letters to the county of­ 
ficials. 
Thompson estimated the de­ 
linquent income tax in the State 
at 
approximately $1,A00,00, about half 
of which is delinquent since last June 
1 and the balance is delinquent for a 
period of years preceding 1927. 
The State Auditor is preparing 
a 
statement of delinquent taxes of all 
kinds in the State, based on reports 
from the county collectors. 
Reports 
received so far indicate the total will 
exceed $8,000,000, 
Thompson 
said. 
Many of these tax accounts are un­ 
collectible because the persons owing 
them have left the State or personal 
property has been removed, but 
the 
hulk of them are believed to be col­ 
lectible if suits are filed, he said. 
“ If diligent efforts are made to col­ 
lect this ta x ”, Thompson stated in the 
letter to the county collectors, “there 
would be no need of additional taxes 
for any purpose; our State and coun­ 
ty governments would have sufficient 
revenue, and our schools be provided 
with adequate funds’’. 
“ Incidentally, those who pay their 
taxes regularly 
and 
in 
accordance 
with the law would be relieved of a 
portion 
of 
the 
burden”, Thompson 
continued, “and those evading their 
tax would be made to bear their just 
share of the burden”.

DRY LAW INJUNCTION 
SECTION HELD INVALID 


Omaha. Neb., September 27.—That 
portion of the 
National 
Prohibition 
law which permits a court to grant 
personal injunctions has been held un­ 
constitutional by Judge L. W. Wood- 
rough of the United States 
District 
Court here. 
Judge 
Woodrough’s 
ruling 
wa^ 
made yesterday in answer to a peti­ 
tion which asked a personal injunction 
he granted against Fred Cunningham 
of Scotts Bluff, 
Neb, 
The 
petition 
charged Cunningham with five offens­ 
es against the prohibition laws, 
in­ 
volving sale, transportation, possess­ 
ion and solicitation 
of 
orders 
for 
whisky. 
The personal injunction, if granted 
would have made it possible for 
a 
court to send Cunningham to jail for 
contempt if he at any time 
should 
be found selling or in the possession 
•f liquor. 
Judge Wood rough held that such an 
injunction would mean that Cunning­ 
ham might be sent to jail without 
a 
jury trial, contrary to the 
constitu­ 
tion. 
The right of a trial by jury, 
the 
•ourt ruled, is assured by the consti- 
ution and “an 
injunction 
relating 
solely to the commission of personal 
acts and not affecting property is a 
deprivation of liberty in violation of 
the constitution”. 
According to the opinion, “the de­ 
fendant denies that any judge 
has 
the power to try him upon an accusa­ 
tion and asserts his immunity under 
Article III, 
a 
constitution 
of 
the 
United States, ‘the trial of all crim- 
except i i cases of 
impeachment, 
shall he by jury*. 
"To my mind’’, the opinion continu- 
d. 
"the m atter does not 
admit 
of 
argument or debate. 
If this defend­ 
ant has a bad reputation as a boot- 
i gger, let the m atter he inquired in­ 
to. a charge formulated, and a jury 
>f his peers called together. 
"But the hill in equity, though it is 
based upon a section of an act 
of 
Congress, calls upon the judge to do 
that thing which 
the 
Constitution 
forbids that any judge shall ever do; 
to try a person for crime and deprive 
him of his liberty without a jury. 
“The bill should be dismissed, and 
it is so ordered”.

The belief had been growing that 
Senator Reed would respond to par- 
y pressure to again file for the Sen­ 
ate notwithstanding his candidacy for 
the presidential 
nomination. 
Party 
leaders recognized the fact that with 
Reed on 
the 
ticket 
heavy 
inroads 
•ould he made into 
the 
Republican 
strength, and it was proposed 
that 
Reed should file and then if he should 
receive the nomination for the presi­ 
dency and also the nomination 
for 
the Senate, he would resign the lat­ 
ter and the vacancy on 
the 
ticket 
would be filled by the State Commit­ 
tee. 
Reed announced a yenr ago 
that

But in Kansas City Saturday the 
Senator made his position very clear.

Hay, while he has made no formal 
innouncement. is an active candidate 
He is looked upon 
as

“dry”' leader. 
He was the only lay­ 
man to speak at the Wayne B. Wheel 
er memorial service in St. Louis. He 
has a very strong following in rural 
Missouri. 
He is anathematized by the Reed 
following with a curse which 
prob­ 
ably never will be removed because 
he led the 
fight which caused the 
famous Joplin convention of 1920 to 
refuse Reed a seat in 
the 
Missouri 
delegation to the San Francisco eon 
vention. 
In 1922 he took the stump 
against Reed’s renomination.

"Chairman Butler, of the Republican 
National Committee, has issued 
an­ 
other of his so-called ‘fact pamphlets' 
dealing with the G. 
O. 
P. 
record, 
which is as wide of the truth as that 
he issued a few weeks ago under the 
title of ‘Lifting the Burden of 
the 
Taxpayers’, which was so 
generally 
ridiculed", says a statement 
issued 
today by Representative Wm. A. Old­ 
field, Chairman 
of 
the 
Democratic 
National Congressional Committee. 
"Mr. Butler’s last pamphlet 
pur­ 
ports to deal with the record of 
the 
Republican party on legislation in be­ 
half of war veterans and their 
de­ 
pendent. It implies that only G. O. P. 
politicians have ever had any regard 
or consideration for the Nation’s de­ 
fenders and their widows ami children. 
Mr. Butler’s pamphlet is more 
re­ 
markable for what it omits than for 
anything it contains. 
For 
example, 
he refers to 
investigations 
of 
the 
bureau set up for 
the 
rehibilitation 
and care of World War veterans, now- 
known as the Veterans’ Bureau, and 
concludes with this remarkable mis­ 
statement: 
‘All of the practices and 
methods thus indicted were due 
to 
Democratic 
mismanagement 
and 
were persisted in by Democratic of­ 
ficials in the face of repeated protests 
from individual ex-service

This 
investigation 
was 
made by a Senate committee 
after 
the Republican House had refused to 
join in the resolution for its conduct. 
This investigation revealed the most 
shameful record of dishonesty, 
cor­ 
ruption, conspiracy and graft 
ever 
perpetrated in a government 
depart­ 
ment. 
As a result of the disclosures, 
Colonel Forbes was sent to the peni­ 
tentiary. 
Mr. Butler omits any ref­ 
erence to these facts in his pamphlet, 
although the Senate committee’s 
re­ 
port said of what had been going on 
in the bureau that it ‘resembles more 
the work of buccaneers and the loot­ 
ing and scuttling of a ship than the 
mere neglect of trusted 
government 
officials’. 
"Although seeking 
to 
leave 
the 
thought with former soldiers that the 
G. O. P. is their guardian angel, Mr. 
Butler omits to mention that two Re­ 
publican 
Presidents, 
Harding 
and 
Coolidge, vetoed adjusted compensa­ 
tion bills, intended to do some meas­ 
ure of service to the World War Vet­ 
erans, and that the bonus bill finally 
was passed over President Coolidge’s 
veto. 
"He 
also 
omits to mention that 
twice the so-called Rursum pension 


vetoed by two Republican Presidents, 
H arding ami Coolidge, and that final­ 
ly the veterans 
had 
to 
accept a 
much less satisfactory pension 
act, 
the one now In effect. 
‘‘Mr. B utler 
also 
overlooks

fact that during the Presidency

Woodrow Wilson, no less than a doz­

his proposed move in an

at the Hotel Plaza. 
"I

persuaded”,

*aid. "that a reargum ent of this mat 
ter before the Supreme Court would 
l>e favorable to a different construc­ 
tion of the eighteenth amendment. If 
’he court should hold it valid at all, 
I think it would be compelled to read 
back into the amendment the 3econd 
ection, which wa> nullified 
by 
the 
previous construction”. 
In an effort to obtain reversal 
of 
the Supreme Court’s form er 
ruling, 
Priest «aid he would seek the serv 
ices, as associate counsel, of 
United 
States Senator 
Reed 
of 
Missouri 
Joseph Bailey of Texas and George 
Wharton Pepper of Pennsylvania. 
Putting the plan to the test, 
the 
National 
Constitutional 
Liberty 
League is preparing to ask a 
re 
hearing and reargum ent before 
the 
Supreme Court this fall, Priest said 
Should the court 
reftm* 
to 
reopen 
what 
is 
officially 
known 
as 
the 
‘Rhode Island case”, Priest continued 
the league will file a new’ suit on the 
ground that the 
eighteenth 
amend 
ment was adopted in violation of Ar 
tide V of the Constitution. 
The league was incorporated 
last 
June by Assemblyman Louis A. Cuil 
villier and has 
the 
endorsem ent 
of 
many nationally known citizens. 
Its 
objective is to bring about a consti 
tutoinal convention for the repeal or 
modification of the eighteenth amend 
ment. 
This aim has not been aban 
doned and. if the quicker plan of ap 
pealing to the Supreme Court is un 
successful the organization will con 
tinue its original project. 
In expressing hope th at the court 
‘as at present constituted” will 
re 
verse the former ruling, Priest point 
ed out that Chief Justice W hite and 
Justices McKenna, Day and 
Pitney 
have died, and Justice Clarke has re 
signed since the court 
upheld 
the 
constitutionality of the amendm ent in 
a split decision. 
Chief Justice T aft, before being ap 
pointed to the bench, was 
an 
out 
spoken opponent of prohibition, Priest 
pointed out. 
From one of the T aft 
speeches he quoted the following pro 
pretic utterance: 
"National prohibition is a danger 
ous proposition. 
It would revolution 
ize 
the 
national 
Government, 
would put on the shoulders of

Government the duty of sweeping the 
doorsteps of every home in the land. 
If national prohibition legislation is 
passed local governm ent will be 
de­ 
stroyed.

COURT REOPENS CASE ON 
HORSE RACE BETTING 


Jefferson City, Mo., September 28. 
—The State Suprt me Court, en banc, 
today reopened the case in which 
it 
ruled on July 25, that the contribution 
or certificate form of hotting on horse 
races did not violate the Missouri law 
against pooling or booking of wagers 
by ordering a rehearing of the case. 
The high state court granted 
the 
application of Attorney General N. T. 
Gentry for a rehearing in which the 
attorney general alleged 
the 
court 
erred in making the first ruling and 
asserted that the contribution 
sys­ 
tem violates 
the 
state 
anti-lottery 
law, even though it does not violate 
the statute against booking or pool­ 
ing of wagers on horse races. 
In its decision. July 25. the Supreme 
court held that “transactions” under 
the contribution or certificate 
sys­ 
tem contain an element of speculation, 
but do not constitute bets or wagers 
or violate the state law against 
race 
betting. 
The case grew out of the arrest of 
11. H. Plotellm. employe of the Mis­ 
souri Association of Horseman,

accepting a $10 bet July 4. 1926, on 
a horse race at St. Josephi.

DESPITE POOR SEASON i: 


Morehouse,

group of men in Southeast Missouri, 
following similar 
practices, 
making 
omney farm ing despite this distress 
year of floods and excessive rain. 
John Crosno, New Madrid County 
farmer 
exemplifies 
the 
group, hut 
others who might be mentioned 
are 
John Calvin of Sike>ton, J. A. Mont­ 
gomery of Dexter and 
C. Hutchison 
of Tanner. 
Crosno, his wife, Uallie, and their 
twin girls live on their farm. 
One 
married son, Charles, is living in his 
home on the farm, and Russell, 
the 
other son, has rented a farm nearby. 
A married daughter, Elsie, is teach­ 
ing school a abort distance away. 
John Crosno has 340 acres of land 
valued at $42,500, 
$4000 
worth 
of 
livestock, $2000 of implements, $1000 
of feed, $1000 in 
bonds, 
$0000 
in 
cash and no obligations. 
In 1910 Crosno moved his family 
from Mississippi County, their native 
home, to their present home. 
He and 
his wife put their heads and hands 
to work and by 1915 had enough 
to 
make a down payment on the 
farm. 
Each year since has seen profit added 
to profit until a comfortable fortune 
has resulted in spite of some serious 
losses due to security debts and bad 
hank stock. 
Crosno’s system has been the pro­ 
duction of hogs ami cattle on a whole­ 
sale scale. 
Minor items 
have 
been 
poultry, wheat ami occasional sales 
of corn and hay and a little cotton. 
Crosno says he 
made 
the 
most 
money on hogs. He buys them around 
5 to 100 pounds at any time of the 
year and feeds them corn on legume 
pasture. 
In the fall he lets them hog 
lown corn which is intercropped with 
cowpeas and pumpkins. 
In the win­ 
ter he balances his corn with tankage, 
lie is his own shipper, shipping 
in 
carlots. 
During his normal years he 
ships one carload a month, a return 
of about $2000 per month. 
“ When I am buying regular”, 
he 
said, “ I pay no attention to the m ar­ 
ket price. 
If you are in the 
game 
regularly, you sell high as often as 
you buy high and it makes no differ­ 
ence. 
“ During the past year I have been 
raising my own pigs because stock 
hogs are too high. 
I buy them when 
they are 1 to 2 cents under the m ar­ 
ket, but when they get 1 to 2 cents 
or more above the market, I raise my 
own”. 
Cattle have l>een about 
as 
good 
money makers as hogs, according 
to 
Crosno. When the law permitted free 
range in Stoddard County, he bought 
calves, preferably Angus, during the 
winter when they were cheap 
and 
wintered them on stalks and hay. 
In 
the spring he would turn them 
on 
the range. 
Occosionally one would be 
lost, but by 
salting 
and 
watching 
them regularly, from two to eight 
carloads would be ready by late fall. 
Conditions alt«r methods. 
At tim ­ 
es Crosno has fattened cattle 
with 
five months’ feed of corn silage, good 
hay, colton seed meal and some corn. 
It depends upon the price of feed and 
the price of cattle, he says. 
At pres­ 
ent Crosno has 65 head of cattle un­ 
der fence, to which he plans to give 
a short feed. 
In spite of the high price of veals, 
Crosno thinks they are not the most 
profitable, for he says the express is 
exorbitant and but very 
few 
veals 
ever sell at the top. 
It costs but lit­ 
tle to carry them to yearlings. 
Callie, his 
wife, 
is a successful 
breeder of White Rocks. 
All of her 
hens’ eggs since early spring 
have 
been sold for setting eggs at 4 cents 
each, and she has raised 400 
young 
chickens, but Crosno says he knows 
nothing of the 
money side of 
this 
business for it does not enter 
the 
farm budget nor figure in family ex 
penditures. 
Right methods in crop 
production 
are seen by his average yield of 
40 
bushels of corn per acre. 20 bushels 
of wheat and three to four tons of 
alfalfa hay. 
He insures high yields 
by making a good 
seed 
bed, using 
good seed, giving careful cultivation 
to keep all weeds out, growing clover 
on the land and feeding out stock on 
the fileds. 
He practices a form 
of 
crop rotation to gain the many 
ad 
vantages of that principle. 
Scores of other men are following 
the same methods in Souhteast Mis­ 
souri and practically all of them are 
making money.

other bond issue. 
That is an im port­ 
ant consideration. 
“ It has been suggested that 
we 
have a big bond issue to ‘hurry 
up 
the completion of 
the 
roads’. 
The 
am ount spoken of is $120,000,000.

would certainly oppose an issue 
as 
large as that, because it is not 
all 
necessary under our present a rran g e­ 
ment, which has been working satis 
factorily. 
“ A State road 
system 
is 
never 
completed. 
When the 
present 
pro­ 
gram is finished other road build g 
will go on, as a m atter of course. ^ ou 
will always be building new and re­ 
pairing old roads. 
It is a continuous* 
job. 
“ But under the plan now in opera 
tion for producing revenue all 
the 
prim ary roads of the S tate should be 
paved with concrete by 1934, and the 
secondary highways can 1*? standard 
all-weather roads. 
That includes thi

road program. 
All the roads in that 
program can he brought up to stand 
ard in that time.
